SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 

The  -water' supply  is  the  same,  ss  described  in -previous  Reports. 

A  pumping  plant  has- been  installed  at  Rhode  Barton  and  augments  this 
supply  as  required  up  to  1,000  gallons  per  hour.  This  pump  worked 
3587  hours  during  the  year  and  pumped  3, 5 87 ,000  gallons  which  would 
otherwise  have  gone  to* waste,  20  samples  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  analyses  during  the  year,  A  chemical  analysis  is 
made  every  three  months.  The  Rhode  Barton  supply  is  chlorinated.

Meat  Supply. 

The  meat  supply  comes  from  Bridport  where  all . the  slaughtering 
of  animals  is  done  for  West  Dorset  and  the  meat  is  inspected  at  the 
Slaughter  House  by  a  Veterinary  Surgeon. 

' INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES . 

An  epidemic  of  Measles  commenced  in  June,  and  Whooping  Couch  in 
September. 

From  the  Schools  were  notified,  German  Measles  96,  Whooping  Cough 
11,  Impetigo.  7,  Scabies  3,  Conjunctivitis  2,  and  Jaundice  1. 

The  Council  agreed  to  provide  artificial  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  and  a  commencement  was  made  in  December,  when  57  Pre-schnol 
and  200  School  children  were  given  their  first  injection  of  Oil.c.c. 
Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid  (Bor roughs  and  Wellcome) . 

No  Measles  serum  was  used  during  the  year.  Existing  facilities 
for  the  typing  of  pneumococci  a.re  present  in  the  County  Laboratory.
